MHiK  PROrUCTION,  DISPOSITION  AND  INCOME,  1964-65  l/ 


Summaxy 

Milk  production  totaled  125*1  "billion  pounds  in  I965  —  dovm  I.5  percent 
from  the  record  127.0  billion  pounds  produced  in  196k.    Milk  and  milk  equiv- 
alent of  cream  marketed  by  farmers  returned  $if.27  per  100  pounds  in  I965 
compared  with  $i|-.l8  a  year  earlier.    Cash  receipts  from  the  I965  marketings 
totaled  $5,084  million,  1  percent  more  than  the  previous  record  in  196^1-.  Farm 
value  of  milk  produced  totaled  $5,3^3  million  compared  with  $5,311  million  in 
1964.    Of  the  milk  produced  in  I965,  utilization  in  factory  products  accounted 
for  49.8  percent,  compared  with  50. 8  percent  in  1964. 

1965  milk  production  down  I.5  percent 

The  1965  milk  output  was  I25.I  billion  pounds,  I.5  percent  below  the  1964 
record.    Production  per  cow,  at  8,080  pounds  in  1965>  was  2.2  percent  above 
1964  —  the  smallest  annual  increase  since  1954.    On  a  daily  basis,  total  milk 
production  in  I965  was  down  I.3  percent,  while  output  per  cow  was  up  2.5 
percent.    The  daily  comparison  is  made  because  1964  was  a  leap  year  with  an 
extra  day.    The  annual  average  number  of  milk  cows,  at  15,477  thousand,  was 
3.6  percent  less  than  in  1964. 

Utilization  percentages  shift 

Milk  used  in  production  of  factory  products  accounted  for  49*8  percent  of 
the  milk  produced  in  I965  compared  with  50. 8  percent  in  1964.    This  is  the 
first  time  since  i960  that  factory  products  have  accounted  for  less  than  one- 
half  of  the  total  milk  output.    Nonfarm  fluid  consumption  accounted  for  about 
43  percent  of  the  milk  output  compared  with  42  percent  in  1964.    Farm  uses 
(milk  fed  to  calves,  consumed  in  fluid  form,  and  used  for  farm-churned  butter) 
accounted  for  6.8  percent  of  the  total  production  compared  with  7«1  percent  a 
year  earlier. 

Of  the  milk  \ised  for  factory  products,  46  percent  went  into  butter 
production  in  I965  compared  with  48  percent  in  1964,  and  25  percent  was  used 
for  production  of  cheese  compared  with  24  percent  in  1964. 

Farm  uses  down  8  percent 

Utilization  of  milk  on  farms  where  produced  amounted  to  5,934  million 
pounds  in  I965  —  down  8  percent  from  I964.    Farm  utilization  has  declined 
at  an  average  annual  rate  of  8  percent  since  1959.    Of  the  milk  used  on  farms 
where  produced,  fluid  consumption  accounted  for  57  percent;  fed  to  calves, 
36  percent;  and  farm-churned  butter,  7  percent.

Producer  marketings  down  1  percent 

Milk  marketed  by  farmers  totaled  119  billion  pounds  during  I965  —  down 
1  percent  from  the  record  quantity  marketed  in  196h.    Sales  of  whole  milk  to 
plants  and  dealers,  at  Ilk  billion  pounds,  about  equaled  1964  sales.  Farm- 
separated  cream  sales  (milk  equivalent)  totaled  3-8  billion  pounds,  compared 
with  4.5  billion  a  year  earlier.    Retail  sales  of  milk  and  cream  by  farmers 
totaled  1.8  billion  pounds  in  I965,  equaling  the  196k  quantity. 

Cash  receipts  from  marketings  at  record  level 

Cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  milk  and  cream  totaled  a  record  high 
of  $5,084  million  in  1965*    This  was  1  percent  above  the  previous  record  in 
1964.    Cash  receipts  from  marketings  increased  in  all  regions  except  the 
West  North  Central,  where  they  decreased  2  percent.    Increases  were  3  percent 
in  the  South  Atlantic  and  South  Central  Regions  and  1  percent  in  the  North 
Atlantic,  East  North  Central,  and  West.    Wisconsin  led  the  States  in  cash 
receipts  from  milk  and  cream  marketings,  accounting  for  one-eighth  of  the 
United  States  total.    New  York  was  second,  followed  by  California,  Minnesota, 
and  Pennsylvania.    These  five  leading  States  accounted  for  kS  percent  of  the 
Nation's  receipts  from  milk  and  cream  marketed. 

Marketings  of  milk  and  cream  returned  $4.27  per  100  poiands  in  19^5 ^ 
compared  with  $4.18  in  1964. 

Cash  receipts  from  whole  milk  sold  to  plants  and  dealers  were  $4,8l9 
million,  or  1  percent  more  than  in  1964.    Returns  from  milkfat  in  cream 
totaled  $83  million  —  down  15  percent  from  1964.    Retail  sales  returned 
$182  million,  compared  with  $185  million  in  1964.    Prices  received  for 
milk  retailed  by  farmers  averaged  22.4  cents  per  quarb  in  I965,  the  same 
as  in  1964. 

The  farm  value  of  all  milk  produced  in  I965  is  $5,343  million  —  about 
1  percent  more  than  in  1964.

Manufactviring  grade  milk  represented  31  percent  of  the  whole  milk  sold  ■by- 
farmers  to  plants  and  dealers  in  1965*    This  is  1  percentage  point  less  than  in 
1964.    Reflected  in  the  national  reduction  was  a  decline  in  the  manxifactvcring 
grade  percentage  in  the  East  North  Central,  South  Atlantic,  and  South  Central 
Regions .
